Jelly making is an art and for clear 
aparkling jellies that will gleam on 
store room shelves, there are a few 
simple rules to follow. Fon perfect 
jelly, pectin, acid, sugar and water 
all mwuat be in the rigt:t proportions, 

Late summer apples and crabap- 
ples are high in pectin and acid and 
this makes them excellent for jelly. 
The early variety of crabapples, , are 
yellow in color with pink cheeks. 
Hyslops come later in the season, 
have a deep red colon with a white 
bloom and yield a darker jelly. Since 
both pectin and acid content of fruit 
decrease as the fruit ripens, a mixture 
of slightly underripe and wipe fruit 
will give best results, Over ripe fruit 
should never be used. Apples may be 
combined with other fruits which are 
low in pectin or acid. Quinces are 
rich in pectin but low in acid and the 
addition of apples will make this 
more expensive fruit go further as 
well as supplying the much needed 
acid, . 

There are several reasons for the 
failure of jelly to set, over-ripe fruit 
or fruit lacking in pectin may have

Bird Game Season 
Opens Sept.” 24 


The small game shooting season 
wil} open in this area on Saturday, 
September 24th and will remain open 
until November 19th. On any one 
day (sunters will be allowed to shoot 
8 ducks; 5 geese. -for the season 40 
ducks and 15 geese. No one may have 
in his possession at any one time more 
than 16 ducks, or ten geese,

Think of The Future 


A condition of prosperity prevails 
throughout Canada from coast to 
coast, It is not confined to any one sec 
tion nor to anyone industry or group 
of industries. There is, in fact, a 
generality to the existant without 
parallel in the past history of the 
Dominion, This is not to say that 
or every industry is 
equally prosperous, or, indeed, that 
there are not those who do not enjoy 
prosperity. The contrary is true. But 
taking Canada asa whole,, and in the 
major activities of its people, pros- 
perity weigns today, 

Such a condition is, of course, gratl- 
fying. Nobody would have it other 
wise, and all desire that it shall be 
ling continued. But there are dangers 
to be avoided in times of more or 
less universal prosperity which do 
not present themselves when times 
are hard and ‘business depression 
rather than business activity is in 
evidence, It is an old and often 
proved statement that many people 
‘who can and have stood strong and 
true through the strain and stress of 
adversity, and won through to ulti- 
mate victory, have cracked and 
broken when favored with prosperity 
and success. : 

Canada is prosperous today, and it 
should take full advantage of its pres- 
ent favorable position. The people 
are optimistic and should continue 
sa, They should continue to show 
vision, courage, and engage in cone 
structive development. They would be 
unworthy of their heritage and the 
future possibilities of their Dominion 
if they acted otherwise, But they 
should nevertheless have a care in the 
enthusiasm of the glowing present 
not to forget the years to come, 

Just as night follows day, winter 
follows summer, youth grows into old 
age, and death is the ultimate ending 
of birth, so is it inevitable that in 
course of time, depression in business 
will follow bouyancy. A pendulum 
swings just as far one way as it does 
the other, It is a wise man and a 
wise community, therefore, which

Crude Oil From 
Tar Sands Aim 
Of Research 


BITUMOUNT, Alta.—Crude oil 
from northern ' Alberta sands 
may compete in world‘oil mar- 
kets, provincial government of. ° 
ficials said here. 


The officials said’ provincial gov- 
ernment experiments’ would prove 
this by next year. The oil sands, 
described as the world’s largest pe- 
troleum oil reserve, has been official- 
ly estimated at 250,000,000,000 bar- 
rels, 

Distillate, ‘diesel, light fuel and 
heavy bunker oil were being produc- 
ed at a $700,000 plant’ which sepa- 
rated the oil from the sand through 
a hot water process, 

About 420 tons of sand was being 
mined daily and the crude oil recov- 
ery was about 12 per,,cent. or 250 
barrels, ‘S

the fields said it might be known by 
1950 if the cost of Bitumount crude 
can compete on the market with

teachers, At present, it seems unlikely that many young people will ol 
attracted to the profession unless conditions improve, especially in regard 


to salaries,

is Concern Of brings up the controversial matter of dominion- 
provincial relations, those who favor such help for 
Each Province the schools point out that although it is essentially 
the concern of each province, education is of importance to the welfare of 
the entire country, and that the dominion government could give financial 
assistance without interfering with the individual educational programmes 
ot the various provinces. They also point out that the federal government 
now contributes to family allowances, and old age pensions, .and that fed- 
eral grants have been given for vocational and technical education and for 
the education of veterans, without raising any ‘serious complications.

Convinced Of vention of the Canadian Teachers’ Federation, 
held in Ottawa. Teachers are themselves in a 
Need For Funds position to realize the needs of education through- 
out the country, and they are convinced of the necessity for more, funds to 
carry og this important work. , At present school taxes are based largely 
on real property and other sources of revenue available to ‘provincial gov- 
ernments, These sources are limited, and the amounts realized from them 
do not vary greatly from year to year, For this reason<there appears to 
be little prospect of substantial increases in the amount of money available 
to education unless some new form of financial assistance is provided. 
Many people are of the opinion that this assistance should come from the 
dominion government, which has greater opportunities for obtaining rey- 
enue, The whole matter raises many problems, but it is apparent that if; 


educational standards are to be maintained and improved, some additional 
financial support is needed without unnecessary delay.

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Prairie Veterinary Covers District by Plane

REGINA, Sask.—The “horse doc- 
tor” has, gone modern. 

He has bought himself a plane, 
eure to pilot it and taken to the 
air. 

In a long jump from the days 
when he used to make his rounds 
by buggy at four or five miles an 
hour, The veterinarian today covers 
his territory at better than 100 miles 
an hour, 

It isn’t every vet who does that 
but Saskatchewan has two of the 
animal physicians who cover the 
longer jumps in their territory by 
plane. They are two of the few*vet- 
eet in Canada to take to the 

r 

The two are Dr. Rex McCallim, 
of Moose Jaw, and Dr. Joseph Van 
Dane, of Carnduff, Sask. 

The Moose Jaw veterinarian, who 
graduated from Guelph Veterinary 
college in Ontario—the only one in 
Canada—in 1948, has been flying for 
better than two years. He bought 
his latest plane, a Cessna 120 two- 
seater job, two years ago at a cost 
of $5,000. 

Rex, who is 29, works out of a 
little office in the city of Moose Jaw, 
a small industrial and farming cen- 
tre of 30,000 population. 

“I use the plane for trips over 60 
miles chiefly,” he says. “During the 
winter I tse it on all calls!” 

His plane, which is heated and 
carries a two-way radio, is housed in 
a hangar at the Moose Jaw airport, 
five miles south of the city. It is 
as cheap to operate as a car, the 
vet claims. He gets 20 to 25 miles 
to the gallon and can land the ma- 
chine in almost any pasture, summer 
fallow or stubble field. During the 
winter he changes the wheels to 
skis, which enables him to land al- 
most anywhere and taxi right up to 
a farm house on the wide open 
plains, 

Dr. McCallum has a fast- “growing 
business with enough work to re- 
quire the assistance of two verterin- 
ary students, during the summer 
months, Scott Starrk and Norm 
Nichol. McCallum hopes Starrk, who
